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WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (Ap) — 
Philip Murray said today there 
will de a steel strike Saturday 
night unless the industry agrees to 
the pension-insurance plan rec- 
ommended by the presidential fact 
finding board. 

Murray’s flat statement was 
made ot reporters. It went just 
a little further than an earlier 
declaration he had made to a gov- 
ernment-sponsored meeting with 
industry leaders. 

He had told that meeting that 
the “only hope” of averting a 
strike was through the sessions 
here. : ' : 

The CIO president told report- 
ers that the principle of having 
the employers bear the entire cost 
of pension and insurance plans 
is a fixed one so far as the CIO 
United Steel Workers union is 
concerned. Murray also is presi- 
dent of the Steel Workers.

Union offi- 
cials insisted the work stoppage 
was an “individus’ action” ex- 
pressing the miners’ resentment 
over suspension last week of the 
pension fund, for which coal oper- 
ators are blamed. 

The walkout does not affect the 
8000 Progressive Miners in IIli- 
nois, who work mines in the so- 
called “Gillespie fields,” and in St. 
Clair county. Operators of mines 
manned by the Progressives have

Further Moves Expected. 

For . Britain—and for others— 
Washington officials felt that fur- 
ther measures are necessary. They 
hinted that, as an early step, Brit- 
ain must Make some agreement 
on the so-called “sterling balances” 
—actually, war debts held by In- 
dia, Egypt and other nations. 

Payment on these debts last 
year cost Britain $400,000,000 worth 
of goods, with no goods received: 
in return. Some officials felt this 
drain should be cut to one-fourth 
that amount, if possible, while 
Britain concentrates on selling to 
the areas which pay in dollars.

OLDSAXON POUND: 
OF SILVER LOST 
VALUEIN2 WARS 


Recession of 1920, De- 
parture From Gold 
Standard in 1931 
Marked Decline. 


LONDON, Septe 19 (AP)—The 
British pound once was the money 
standard for much of the world’s 
trade. 

The old Saxon pound weight of 
silver was kept in the Tower of 
London, and was coined into 20 


shillings or 240 pence. 
These same units exist today— 


pounds, shillings and pence. But 
the trader: of the world markets 
have found them less desirable 


since the end of World War II. 

At the outbreak of World War 
I, the pound was worth $4.87, but 
after that war, debt-loaded Bri- 
tain saw its money unit drop to 
$3.20 in January of 1920. 

From that low point the dollar 
price of the pound climbed slowly 
and in September of 1931, the 
pound was back to $4.86. 

But Britain then found its goods 
were priced too high for the world 
market. The result was that 
Britain abandoned the gold stan- 
dard in the same month. 

In 1934 when the gold value of 
the dollar was lowered, the pound 
and the dollar settled down to 
about their old parity and in 1938 
the exchange was $4.97 to the 
pound, just short of five to one. 

Then came World War II. 

Britain increased the pound 
price of gold 20 per cent. This 
automatically cut the dollar value 
of its currency back to about one 
pound to $4., 

On the official exchanges, Bri- 
tain was able to keep the pound 
stable during the years in which 
Hitler’s armies overran the conti- 
nent but the pound fell almost to- 
$2 in the Swiss free market during 
the dark days of the war. 

After the invasion of Europe, 
the pound strengthened and was 
back up to more than $3.50 in the 
free markets by September 1944. 

However, the réconversion. to 
peace time economy found Britain 
unable to compete with the indus- 
trial might of the United States 
and the pound sagged again on 
the free markets, 

On the first of this month, the 
Swiss free market quoted a pound 
at $2.80, the exact figure to which 
it was devalued today.

The railroad took the latest 
union proposal under advisement. 
Meanwhile, the strike continues. 

There are 282 claims for wages 
totaling about $3,000,000 growing 
out of differences over rpreta- 
tion of operating rules. In a series 
of proposais and counterproposals 
since the strike began, the com- 
pany outlined terms for settling 
59 of these claims, and the union 
offered conditionally to withdraw 
83 other claims. Each side re- 
jected the other’s proposals with- 
out going into analysis of indi- 
vidual pay claims. 

Union leaders have consistently 
argued that basic rules governing 
pay and working conditions were 
not subject to arbitration. They 
have further contended that, “if 
settlement of the more important 
issues cannot Le reached under 
the pressure of a strike, certainly 
nothing would be accomplished if 
that pressure were removed.” 

Union, Company Proposals. 

The company has offered to 
settle 59 of the claims for back 
pay, and the brotherhoods outlined 
terms for withdrawing 83 other 
claims. Union leaders today urged 
that, instead of debating proced- 
ure, the parties get these 142 cases 
out of the way, then tackle the 
remaining 140. 

“A deep conviction exists among 
our committee that if our sugges- 
tion is followed, no serious dis- 
agreement should exist at the end 
of such negotiations,” the union 
leaders declared in à prepared 
statement, adding that termina- 
tion of the strike would follow. 

At should be noted that several 
days have been spent in trying to 
agree on procedure,” the state- 
ment of the brotherhoods con- 
tinued. “In fact, we believe that 
this time could have been utilized 
in negotiating a settlement of 
many of these claims. If news 
accounts of the loss to the railroad 
are true (the Missouri Pacific had 
lost $4,000,000 dn revenue and em- 
Ployes had lost $2,000,000 in wages 
by last Saturday, a railroad spokes- 
man estimated), it is sufficient to 
pay every claim in the docket 
several times over. 

“You and the public should take 
note of the fact that to this date, 
you have not been willing to sit 
down with us and hear our side 
of the issues involved. 

t is our fervent hope that you 
will see fit to concur in our views 
in this matter and sit.down with 
us in a serious attempt to settle 
the cases to the end that the 
strike on the Missouri Pacific 
may be terminated.”

RETAIL PORK PRICE 
CUT PREDICTED FOR 
FALL BY ANALYSTS 


Seasonal Run of Hogs Has 
Started Earlier Than Usual, 
Says Government. 


Government analysts today pre- 
dicted a “probable” decline in 
pork prices this fall and winter at 
neighborhood butcher shops as a 
result of heavy seasonal shipments 
of hogs at midwestern stockyards. 

At National Stockyards on the 
East Side, top prices fell 50 cents 
to $1.25 as 13,000 head poured into 
the pens there, compared with re- 
ceipts of 10,242 last Monday and 
8054 a year ago. 

Department of Agriculture ex- 
perts said the fall run of hogs had 
started earlier than usual, and is 
expected to accelerate in coming 
weeks es the result of a 15 per 
cent increase in last spring’s pig 
crop. Today's early top for hogs 
was $21 per 100 pounds, but this 
fell to $20.25 at the close of the 
day. The top last Monday was 
$23, a year ago, $30.25. Cattle re- 
ceipts were heavy also, with a top 
of $30, a 50-cent drop. A total of 
9500 head was received, as com- 
pared with 8487 a week ago and 
7680 a year ago.

Philip C. Jessup, American Am- 
bassador to the United Nations 


yesterday pledged full United 
States support through the U.N.

nism in Asia and Europe. 

Jessup spoke at a meeting of 
the American Association for the 
United Nations touching off a 
month-long U.N. observance which 
will end on U.N. day Oct. 24. He 
came here as a delegate to the 
fourth U.N. General Assembly 
from his State Department post, 
where he has been quietly study- 
ing for weeks what to do about 
China. f 

The Chinese situation is one of 
the world’s problems not yet in 
the U.N. But many delegates be- 
lieve it is only a question of 
time before the Chinese Commu- 
nists will knock at the U.N. door 
and one of the hardest fights ever 
put up to the organization will 
be on. Quiet preparations for this 
battle already are in progress. 

As Jessup spoke, delegates to 
the Assembly, opening tomorrow 
were arriving. At least 18 foreign 
ministers, including those cf the 
United States, Russia, france and 
Britain, are slated to attend. 

Jessup blasted Communism as 
enslavement, which he called the 
most reactionary form of im- 
Perialism. He said orderly ad- 
vances toward freedom are greatly 
to be desired over sudden inde- 
pendence, which is a prelude to 
dictatorship of a small group 
acting under the direction of a 
foreign power. 

.“It is the policy of our govern- 
ment,” he said, “to use the full 
measure of its influence to sup- 
port the attainment of freedom by 
all peoples who, by their acts, 
show themselves worthy of it and 
ready for it. 

“We shall strive unremittingly 
through the United Nations and 
in association with free peoples, 
whether they be in Europe and 
Asia, to see to it that freedom is 
preserved.”

Chancellor of the Exchequer Sir 
Stafford Cripps, announcing the 
drastic monetary change in a na- 
tion-wide radio address last night, 
said the British are banking on 
a big boost in dollar earnings— 
enough for Britain to become 
self-supporting by the time the 
European Recovery Pro ram 
ends in 2952. 

“That is the only permanent so- 
lution for our difficulties—earn 
moye dollars” Cripps.declared. 

He warned that if Britain’s gold 
reserves continue to drain away 
as fast as they have in recent 
months, Britons will suffer “lower 
standards (of living) and wide- 
spread unemployment.” 

The same problem faces most of 
the other countries of the world 
outside the Soviet orbit, where 
economic policies are dictated by 
the Kremlin. 

Following Britain’s announce- 
ment, similar cuts in the value of 
their currencies were announced 
by Australia, South Africa, India, 
New Zealand, Malaya, Ireland, 
Israel, Norway, Denmark, Egypt, 
Holland, Burma, Finland, Ceylon 
and Iceland. 

France, Italy, Sweden 
Greece suspended dealings 
foreign exchange. In Canada, 
linked with trade ties with Britain 
but whose money follows the 
United States dollar rates, Fi- 
nance Minister Douglas Abbott 
promised a statement to Parlia- 
ment tonight.

Cripps ,disclosed that the deci- 
sion to devalue had been made 
before he and Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin left England Aug. 
31 to attend the talks. He said: 

“We did not then announce it 
because we wanted to tell our 
American and Canadian friends 
first and to inform all the mem- 
bers of the Commonwealth, and 
also because it takes a little time 
to arrange these matters. 

“In the last few days we have 
settled what the new rate should 
be and now I have to tell you of 
that decision . . which is con- 
trary to what I stated on behalf 
of his Majesty’s Government in 
July last.” 

Cripps said the International 
Monetary Fund had been con- 
sulted and had given its approval 
to the new rate for the pound, 

The cut in the British pound in 
effect brought its rate down to 
the black market level. The pound 
has been worth only $2.80 lately 
in the free market in Switzerland, 
but only the official $4.03 rate was 
recognized in most international 
trade. Tourists were permitted to 
bring only a small number of the 
free market pounds into Britain.

Pennsylvania, employing 45,000 
also were down. 

Only a few of eastern Penn- 
sylvania’s 80,000 hard coal miners 
showed up for work. They sat 
around and talked for a while and 
then went home. The great ma- 
jority never reached the mines. 
Many industry leaders had ex- 
pected the hard coal mines to con- 
tinue working since the operators 
have continued royalty payments. 
The anthracite pension fund is 
administered separately from the 
bituminous fund.

— called the XB-51, it is the 
first ithree-engine bomber ever or- 
dered by the Air Force, and the 
first three-engine jet plane built. 
Only two planes, to be used for 
test, have been ordered. The first 
one is expected to fly within a 
couple of months. 

The new bomber is distin- 
guished by its long fuselage, 
wings swept back like an arrow- 
head, its horizontal tail plane sit- 
ting atop the upright tail section, 
and two engines hung on pylons 
from the fuselage just ahead of 
the wings. The third engine is in 
the tail section. 

The wing span is 55 feet and 
the length is 80 feet. Although it 
has not been announced officially, 
industry publications have report- 
ed that the engines will be the 
General Electric J-47 turbojet, 
generally rated the most powerful 
in production. 

The same sources have said that 
the wings may be moved to 
change the angle at which the 
wind strikes them. This may be 
used to increase lift at the rela- 
tively slow speeds of landings and 
takeoffs. The swept wings indi- 
cate top speeds above 600 miles 
an hour.

Perhaps the best way to tell 
the story of the postwar price re- 
adjustment is with statistics: 


In October, 1946, the farm price 
parity’ ratio reached a high of 
133, That means that prices farm- 
ers got for products they sold 
were 33 per cent better than 
prices of goods they bought—in 
relation to the pre-World War I 
period of 1909-14. Now the parity 
ratio is down to 101. So, if 1909- 
1914 was a normal period then 
farm prices and industrial prices 
are normal relative to each other.

Archbishop Matocha’s Sec-

PRAGUE, Sep 19 (UP)—The 
secretary of Czechoslovakia’s sec- 
ond-ranking Roman Catholic pre- 
late has been sentenced to 10 
years in prison for “high treason,” 
the official news agency an- 
nounced today. 

It said Theodor Funk, secretary 
to Archbishop Josef Matocha, had 
been convicted by the Prague 
State Court of circulating leaflets 
to priests urging them to imple- 
ment the Vatican’s decree excom- 
municating Communists from the 
church, 

The announcement came after 
reliable sources reported that the 
church had consecrated a new 
bishop, bringing its hierarchy to 
top strength for the expected 
showdown with the Communist 
Government. : 

The consecration made Msgr. 
Gaetano Matousek, a 39-year-old 
priest, an auxiliary bishop to Arch- 
bishop Josef Berdn of Prague, the 
nation’s primate.

It was disclosed last week that 
a papal decoration had been con- 
ferred upon Hearst, but the exact

The devaluation means the dol- 
lar prices of goods produced in 
these countries could fall a maxi- 
mum of 30% per cent if the re- 
duction is caused solely by de- 
valuation.

No one knows yet, however, how 
far prices will go down on indi- 
vidual commodities or manufac- 
tured goocs over the next few 
weeks or months. 

For several months American 
buyers of British goods have held 
off expecting devaluation. Within 
the last few weeks millions of dol- 
lars in orders for British goods 
werg placed for delivery “when 
the pound is devalued.” 

That huge backlog of actual and 
potential business is-due to start 
moving immediately. 


Secondary Effect. 


An important secondary effect 
is the impact of devaluation on 
the, prices of goods produced in 
America for sale abroad. 

The announced purpose of Brit- 
ish devaluation is to lower prices 
on- British goods sold in America. 
Britain hopes to get more dollars 
through increased sales at cut 
rates, Other countries cutting 
their currencies in Britain’s train 
hope for the same result. 

Historically, lower prices have 
followed devaluation, The British 
devalued their pound in Septem- 
ber 1931, cutting it loose from 
gold and letting it drift lower 
in foreign exchange markets. 

Rubber immediately went down 
and continued its fall. Wool broke 
sharply, but recovered a good por- 
tion of its loss. American. cotton 
was hard hit at first, but a year 
later had climbed back to an even 
higher price than before devalu- 
ation. American wheat shot up 
but fell back later. | 

Will that same pattern occur 
now? American business men are 
inclined to think it won't. That

Tourist Boom Expected. 

The tourist trade will have its 
biggest boom. It now costs 30.5 
per cent less for Americans to 
travel in the devaluing countries. 
Tourists are the biggest industry 
of many a European country. 
There is a saying that tourists 
always come home broke. 


That means they will still spend 
the same number of dollars as be- 
fore. But they will get 30% per 
cent more foreign currency to 
spend on steamships, air lines, 
hotels, food, wine, sightseeing and 
entertainment. The people selling 
those services will get more of 
their own currency. 


Businessmen maintain that try- 
ing to guess prices a week or 
month or a year from now is 
futile. Historical precedent is not 
too great a help because of gov- 
ernment controls today on every 
major product both here and 
abroad.. 

Competition is the big factor. 
It also is the biggest imponder- 
able. Take Britain’s biggest re- 
cent dollar-maker—Scotch whisky. 
Only a small amount of the Amer- 
ican retail sales price is accounted 
for by the British producer’s sell- 
ing prices. 

If the British allow their prices 
to reflect the full force of the 
30 per cent devaluation—and if 
all other costs such as shipping, 
taxes and American profits re- 
main unchanged — then Scotch 
whisky might come down as much 
as 8 per cent, or about 45 cents 
a bottle. 

Other products whose prices at 
retail in America have a bigger 
percentage of British cost in them 
would fall more. 

Some American businessmen 
fear British producers and others 
will raise their prices to take a 
windfall profit. That would de- 
feat the British Government’s in- 
téntion of increasing sales through 
lower prices.

But the remembrance of 
Mr. and Mrs. Everybody is unfortu- 
nately not so good, and the swimming 
pool might turn out after a while as a 
whirlpool, with the best elements be- 
hind the program of equality” and an- 
other no less important part of the com- 
munity behind another one. 

Much more time is needed, and a very 
extended adult education of the public, 
to make the end of segregation in such 
a place as a public swimming pool gen- 
erally and voluntarily accepted. 

Let us not fool ourselves by wishful 
thinking. If there is “a struggle of 
ideologies,” where is the guaranty that 
the opponents are ready for a durable 
peace or conciliated enough after a week 
of eradication? 

I am surprised that a very important 
group is not considered. I mean the 
youth in the schools of every type. I 
propose to teach in all schools of this 
city one lesson a week on “brotherhood” 
in every class, to arrange interracial 
group meetings, picnic parties, sports, 
etc., by combined counsels of different 
schools and supervised by them, and to 
give an inauguration of the idea of 
brotherhood in a short ceremonial serv- 
ice in the presence of all teachers and 
pupils at the beginning of each week in 
every school. 

Here is really a possibility open for a 
manent program of intensive edu- 
Cation, which is needed to end, prevent 
rand fight prejudices.

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From $4.03 to $2.80 


A major operation has been performed on the 
British pound sterling, its official price slashed 
from $4.03 to $2.80, or 3012 per cent. The $2.80 
figure corresponds closely to the value of the 
pound, as quoted in the United States and 
Switzerland. Other countries in the sterling area 
have devalued their currencies actordingly, and 
more are expected to follow suit. 

The immediate effect of this drastic step will 
be to break a log-jam of trade with Britain that 
has been accumulating in the past months. Many 
business deals have hung. fire in the expecta- 
tion that Britain would be forced to devalue. 
Many contracts have been made on the stipula- 
tion that the price of the pound would be cut. 
In fact, one of the compelling reasons for de- 
valuation is that there has been so much talk 


about it as to cause trade to stagnate. 


Longer-range effects are more difficult to es- 
timate. Obviously, devaluation should stimulate 
British exports to dollar countries because it has 
the effect of cutting British prices by nearly one 
third. One question is whether the United 
States in particular offers a sufficient market 
for British goods even at lower prices. In other 
words, will price-cutting enable the British to 
compete successfully with this country’s vastly 
expanded postwar production? Another is, can 
Britain, whose production is now 50 per cent 
above pre-war, increase it sufficiently to make 
additional profits at the lower prices. Another 
is—the point is already made by Senator Wher- 
ry—will counter-measures be taken to protect 
American markets, as Wherry phrased it, from 
“‘a flood of cheap British goods?” 

If the maximum benefit is to be obtained by 
Britain from devaluation, it will have to cut its 
purchases from the United States to the bone 
in favor of purchases from the sterling area. 
This is because the devalued pound will now 
buy nearly one third less of goods than it did 
before. Therefore, it is to British interest to 
import from other countries which also have been 
compelled to devalue. Can the British get what 
they need in markets other than the American? 
If so, what effect will this have on our economy? 

If this switch in imports cannot be made, the 
effect of devaluation will be to increase British 
domestic prices. The prices of wheat, cotton, 
tobacco, machinery and other things imported 
from the United States will rise, thereby increas- 
ing the cost of living and building up dangerous 
inflationary pressures. The British wage struc- 
ture, which has been pretty effectively frozen 
by tacit agreement between labor and the Attlee 
Government, may crack under the strain. If that 
happens, the expected benefits of devaluation 
could vanish into thin air. 

And as the Glasgow (Scotland) Herald pointed 
out recently, “Dangerous inflation could occur, 
and this by increasing the sterling cost of Brit- 
ish exports could offset completely any cheap- 
ening of goods for export which might have oc- 
curred immediately after devaluation.” 

It is said no one really understands the mys- 
tery of money, and the effects of tampering with 
currency. But the step Britain has taken has 
been urged by many individuals and publications 
that have become convinced that the pressures 
on the pound sterling have been too great to 
bear. Sir Stafford Cripps, however, has grimly 
opposed the action he has now been forced to 
take. It is a bitter pill for him to swallow. 

Only time can tell whether devaluation will 
help to solve the dollar-gap, which has been 
draining Britain’s gold and dollar reserve to 
the danger point.

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New Road for Labor 


With 480,000 coal miners leaving the pits and 
steel workers threatening to strike, industry and 
labor have advanced farther into a new phase of 
industrial relations. Pensions have become the 
paramount issue, instead of wages and hours, 
and both sides are groping for some systematic 
approach to this aspect of employe security. 

The coal industry appears to have put reverse 
English on Jobn L. Lewis’ old war cry of “no 
contract, no work.” Many coal operators, es- 
pecially the Southern group, ceased to pay royal- 
ties into the United Mine Workers’ welfare fund 
when the old contract expired June 30. Thtir 
attitude was “no contract, no royalties.” 


A strike in coal is not likely to have a seri- 


ous effect on the national economy unless it 
lasts for a long time. Huge stockpiles of coal 
above ground are sufficient to keep industry go- 


ing for 40 days, and the steel companies have . 


at least a three weeks’ supply. But the walkout 


is expected to give Lewis a stronger hand in 
bargaining, and for the moment the outcome of 


this bargaining assumes national importance. 


Few major industries have agreed on any f 
the details of pension programs. The steel firma 


at first refused even to bargain on pensions, and 


‘the coal operators obviously were dissatisfied 


with the pension plan that was forced upon them. 


Pensions seem to be an inevitable part of the 


consider pensions good business. The twin prob- 
lems that created the coal and steel disputes, 
and threaten others, are whether industry should 
bear the cost of pensions alone, and how large 
a pension program industry can affo 

Until these problems are settled, and some 
pattern of industrial pensions becomes apparent, 
the nation ean expect a good deal of labor un- 
rest. The most the country can hope for in the 
coal strike is that it leads to a clear pension 
program, which would be more acceptable to 
both ee and employes.

Long and 2 8 

The Chicago printers’ strike was one of the 
longest and doubtless the most expensive in the 
history of American newspapers. It lasted a 
little less than two years. It cost the typeset- 
ters $13,000,000 in wages and ran up a union 
strike benefit and expense bill of $11,000,000. 
Now it is settled for a wage increase of $10 a 
week, which might or might not have been ob- 
tained without the strike. 

There is another cost to the typesetters. There 
is now the knowledge that the newspapers man- 
aged to publish without them. The varitype- 
photo-engraving process was not so satisfactory 
as the usual type set from metal in that the 
substitute process was slower and had other 
drawbacks. But it was improved as the months 
passed and the five daily papers taken together 
were little hurt in circulation. 

The strike grew out of the Taft-Hartley Act’s 
ban on the closed shop and was based primarily 
on the assumption that this provision of the law 
at least would not stand. The Truman election 
gave the strikers new heart, but these hopes 
were dashed when Tait-Hartley repeal was 
turned down by the new Congress. 

The provision of the new contract which avoids 
violation of the Taft-Hartley Act is a product 
of management-labor bargaining. It says that 
the foreman, who is of course a union member, 
shall be the sole authority for hiring, but that 
“membership or non-membership in a labor or- 
ganization shall not be a factor in hiring.” The 
proof of this provision will be the way it works 
out in practice. | 

One point won by the typesetters is of long- 
run interest. This is in the event that teletype- 
setting machinery is installed, the unions will 
receive six months notice from the publishers 
to train their members for the new method. 

But for the most part the strike and its set- 
tlement, seen in perspective, represent the in- 
volvement of the closed shop provision in na- 
tional. politics.

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Triumph for Sportsmen 
Almost unnoticed, the Dingell bill for Federal 
aid to state fishery programs has passed Con- 
gress.

Will the Senate Follow Through? 


The Senate has rightly refused to seat Carl 
A. Ilgenfritz as chairman of the Munitions Board 
because he wouldn’t give up his $70,000 salary 


as a United States Steel Corp. vice president. 


Administration spokesmen contended that he 


could serve on that basis without embarrassing 


or injuring the interests of either U. S. Steel 
or the Government. But Senator Byrd made the 
conclusive objection that a private corporation 
would be “subsidizing” the Government, and 
that the arrangement would set a bad precedent. 
Byrd is a foe of the Administration, but five 
strong Truman Senators voted with him. 


Unfortunately, the turndown of Mr. Igenfritz 
does ndt dispose of the President's complaint 
that it was nearly impossible to find even one 
qualified nominee for the $14,000 munitions job. 
He has. repeatedly had similar difficulties. This 
is partly his own fault, because cronies like 
Harry Vaughan have cost his Administration 
dearly in loss of prestige. It is partly the fault 
of congressional badgering, which has contribu- 
ted to the extreme turnover in the Atomic Ener- 
gy Commission. But a third large share of the 
fault is in a salary scale that attracts too few 
top-quality persons to top-level jobs. 

Mr. Truman, former President Hoover and 
numerous Congressmen agree on the need to 
raise salaries. To name but one example, $10,000 
is too little pay for the Director of the Budget, 
who acts as comptroller of the biggest enter- 
prise in the world. The House has passed a bill 
lifting him to $20,000 and raising 238 other 
high officials, all at the modest cost of $1, 242,- 


426 a year. 


In the Senate, however, says Robert S. Allen, 
Democratic leaders see “political dynamite” in 
the bill and fear to act on it. Of course, dema- 
gogues will always rave at Government salaries., 
But if the Senate majority shelves the bill on 


this account, its members must believe most 


people don’t know that it takes good men at 
good pay to operate a goad and economical gov- 
ernment.

The Justices of the Illinois Supreme Court 
have just done a very strange thing. They have 
refused the application of the American Civil 
Liberties Union to enter the Levinsen case as 
“a friend of the court.”

The presidential steel fact finding board's 
report was neither as bad as steel people 
expected nor as good as the union had 


hoped. It was remarkable for its simplicity ‘ 


and for its bluntness. It put to rest a lot 
of union fairy tales about steel and it gave 
its idea of the steel industry’s responsibility 
on social insurance and pensions in strong 


words. 


The report ought to be must reading. It 


says that social insurance and pensions 
paid for by industry should be considered 
as insurance to take care of temporary and 
permanent depreciation of the “human ma- 
chine” the same as plant equipment is pro- 
vided for. The ability to pay was considered 
but was not the board’s primary argument. 
The board said that steel was up and com- 
ing on wages but was backward on insur- 
ance and pension plans. 


In a nut shell the board recommended: 
that there be no fourth wage round; that 
an insurance plan costing about 4 cents an 
hour—with credit for existing plans—be 
established after a commission studies the 
problem so that intelligent collective bar- 
gaining can proceed to an agreement, 


The board rejected all the union’s loose 


-arguments on ‘productivity, ability to pay, 


excessive profits, the need for a wage in- 
crease, high-priced social insurance plans 
and a $125 to $150 per month over and 
above the Government old-age benefits. 
The rejections were blunt and short. 


A big surprise was the rejection of a 
wage demand on the basis that it was not 
justified and that if granted it would upset 
the applecart for industry as a whole. No 
inequities — found in steel wages. The 


board said that stockholders’ dividends were: 


but a minor fraction of profits. And it said 
that maybe profits spent for expansion 
should have gone to stockholders and funds 
for social insurance and pensions, with long- 
term financing ere money for expan- 
sions. 

Steel management now has a tremendous 
responsibility. It went into the steel hear- 
ings saying that it would not be bound by 
recommendations of the board. The board’s 
findings were a surprise to steel people. No 
wage increase is involved. Recommended 
social insurance and pension plans would 
be a part of wage costs. But credit would 
be available for plans in existence. The costs 
could be as low as 8 cents an hour. 


If steel firms do not agree to the board’s 
findings there will be a strike. Such a strike 
might ruin the budding zephyr of better 
business. 

Steel chose 60 days ago not fa fight but 
to submit to the board under protest. Now 
it does not have much to fight about—or 
at least not enough to plunge the country 
into a steel strike. It is a ticklish decision 
to make. We don’t believe there will be a 
strike. 

But we do believe that this steel board 
drama should be a lesson to the union 
and to steel. Together they could not settle 
their differences. The Government stepped 
in. Government through its board has made 
recommendations which carry weight. 


Management and the union had better 
take another look before either again seeks 


Government guidance. Some day recommen- 


dations might become “orders” with both 
management and labor in a governmental 
strait-jacket.

Between Book Ends 


Unusual Tales of the Delta 


THE GOLDEN APPLES, by Eudora Welty. (Hercourt, 

Brace and Co., 244 pages, $3) 

Eudora Welty’s writings usually create 
a reception somewhere between high praise 
and confusion. There are critics who find 
her work sensitive and charming, and those 
who do not claim to understand her. Oth- 
ers consider Miss Welty one of the fin- 
est contemporary short story writers, while 
some think that whatever else she may be, 
she is not a novelist. 


“The Golden Apples” is likely to result 
in similar consternation. It is a novel 
composed of short stories, centering on a 
Mississippi town near Vicksburg, but 
stretching through three generations of 
time. Each chapter contains its own unity. 
All the chapters together, taken as a novel, 
seem not to provide any schematic ap- 
proach to the town of “Morgana” and its 
people. 

Eventually the threads of each story are 
woven together in a final chapter. This 
literary device makes it clear what hap- 
pened to the charac- 
ters, and how their 
problems were re 
solved, when they 
were. Then the read- 
er is left to puzzle 
over what effect the 
social climate of Mor- 
gana had on its citi- 
zens, whether Miss 
Welty could be called 
a feminine Faulkner, 
and what exactly the 
golden apples are.

Morgana is limited in outlook and provin- 
cial in custom, but it has charm for those 
disposed to concentrate on the little things 
in life.

With her touch, 
realism is often presented in a guise ap- 
proaching folklore. 

In recent years the Welty style has en- 
tranced readers of “The Robber Bride- 
groom,” “Delta Wedding” and other books. 
It has also frequently puzzled them. Mys- 
tery is probabfy an endowment of the. 
poetic approach, in which the exact mean- 
ing of a situation is left behind a flower 
bed. The answer for puzzlers seems to be 
that clarity was never the final criterion of 
the poet. 

It would take a most captious critic, 
though, to resist the scene at the girls’ 
camp, or the majesty of Mrs. Rainey’s 
wake. Little current writing is as delightful 

as “June Recital,” where young Loch Mor-

tree to watch imminent sin in a vacant 
house. Miss Welty reminds one of her 
character who has “been clear around the 
world in my rocking chair,” and that is a 
tribute to an imaginative mind.

Morse’s Good Idea. 


One of the most conscientious 
members of Congress, Senator 
Morse of Oregon, felt so strongly 
about this that in both the Eighti- 
eth and Eighty-first Congresses 
he has tried to do something 
about it. After it was disclosed in 
an executive session of the Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee that 
a certain Senator had a large 
stock interest in a corporation di- 
rectly affected by proposed legis- 
lation, Morse put in a bill requir- 
ing Senators to disclose annually 
all their sources of income. 

This would include fees, sal- 
aries, income from trusts and 
estates or dividends received or 
credited to the account of the 
Senator. And, under the language 
of the bill, income derived from 
a law firm or a partnership should 
list the names of clients from 
whom fees are received. No action 
has been taken on this bill.

CONTROL NEEDS CITED 


AT CANGER INSTITUTE 


Speaker Holds Out Hope 
Public. Education on Subject 
May Bring Improvement. 


—, 


The need for more effective 
controls over cancer was stressed 
today in an address by Dr. B. 
Aubrey Schneider, assistant direc- 
tor of the statistical research sec- 
tion of the American Cancer 
Society at a cancer institute at 
the Sheraton Hotel. 

In a review of the society’s fight 
against the disease, he held out 
hope that better controls over 
cancer will be developed through 
public education. He pointed out 
that controls on tuberculosis had 
produced amazing results, but in 
comparison, he added, there will 
be an estimated 350,000 new cases 
of cancer diagnosed in the United 
States this year. 

This number added to the per- 
sons now suffering from cancer 
brings the total number of persons 
under treatment to 560,000, he said. 
Hospital care for the 70 per cent 
who need it will cost an estimated 
$90,000,000. Cancer deaths cost 
the nation $2,400,000,000 annually, 
he said. 

Asking a rhetorical question: 
“Are we accomplishing control of 
cancer?” Dr. Schneider recited 
these statistics: With early diag- 
nosis, 70 per cent of all breast 
cancers are cured, but with late 
diagnosis only 35 per cent are 
cured; early diagnosis of skin can- 
cer results in 95 per cent of those 
afflicted being cured and in late 
diagnosis only 40 per cent are 
healed; in cancer of the bladder 
which is diagnosed early, 55 per 
eent are cured, but with late 
diagnosis, only 5 per cent get well. 
Dr. C. Edgar Virden, president 
of the Missouri Division of the So- 
ciety, who spoke at the opening 
session this morning, said the 
number of persons successfully 
treated for cancer in Missouri is 
less than half of what it should be. 
“The cure of the disease,” he 
said, “depends upon how soon and 
how courageously it is treated. 
In many instances doctors as well 
as patients are responsible for 
avoidable deaths. They each take 
too fatalistic an attitude. There 
is a lot that can be done about 
cancer if you get busy in time. 
“Our objective is not to scare 
people to death, but to make them 
aware they can be saved if they 
will only consult a physician as 
soon as they detect any unex- 
plained and persistent change in 
the normal functions of the body.” 
Speaking at a session at which 
representatives of business, indus- 
try, civic and fraternal organiza- 
tions were present, Dr. Virden 
said the value of the national can- 
cer organization insofar as re- 
search is concerned “lies in the 
fact that it serves to correlate 
and interchange findings made by 
scientists and physicians in vari- 
ous parts of the country.”

ACTOR FRANK MORGAN 
DIES IN SLEEP AT §9 


Had Just Finished Work in 
68th Movie—Had Stage, 
Radio Career Too.

HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 19 (AP)— 
Actor Frank, Morgan, of the har- 
ried manner and embarrassed 
laugh, is dead.

Efforts to Increase Output. 

In a number of ways we have 
given direct encouragement to our 
industries to earn more dollars. 
We have given our exporters who 
sell to dollar countries help with 
export credits; we have sent spe- 
cial representatives to America 
and Canada; we have given spe- 
cial treatment with raw materials 
and 30 on. 

We've also done our utmost to 
increase our productivity so that 
we could get down our costs and 
so keep down our prices. We had 
a good deal of success all through

Recently, however, that tendency 
has been reversed. Some of our 
export prices to dollar markets 
have been too high, and in a num- 
ber of cases those markets did 
not bring a good enough return 
to encourage our manufacturers 
and exporters to expand their dol- 
lar exports.

In the old days, this reduction

by creating unemployment and 
bankruptcy.

That would have 
reduced overseas éxpenditure. And 
when enough people were unem- 
ployed, fear and misery would 
ave made it possible to cut down 
the general wage level, and bank- 
ruptcy would have forced cutting 
down of other industrial costs. In 
that way our goods would have 
become cheaper, and so we woul 
eventually havé got a greater vol- 


ume of sales. 


There can be no question of this 
Government accepting such a pol- 
icy. Our deepest conviction is that 
the productive powers of the 
whole people must be used to the 
full and that poverty in the midst 
of plenty—no jobs, no wages, no 
goods for those who ask only for 
jobs to produce goods—must never 
return if anything that we can do 
will prevent it.

And just to show how compll- 
cated the whole procedure be, 
there is a belief that re 
now. may be li offerings of 
raw materials that have long been 
in the hard-to-get category. The 
offers to sell are expected to come 
from people who have hoarded 
products to protect themselves in 
the event of devaluation. Now 
that it has come, the time is ripe 
to sell and cash in on the profits. 

But in any event, adjustment of 
world prices to devaluation is not 
expected within a matter of days. 
Some may adjust quickly. Others 
may run on without change for a 
year or more. 

And in the long run, stability is 
the goal—stability of béth prices 
and ¢urrencies around the world 
go that internatienal trade can 
flow freely.

The Worm Turns Into. Big Business 
Surprising, the Demand for Worms, Says Man Who Ships Them All Over the World 
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PRANK O'BRIEN AND HIS MOTHER, “(WHO STARTED THE BUSINESS) AND SOME OF THE SIGNS THEY 
FURNISH SPORTING GOODS DEALERS WHO HANDLE THEIR FISHING WORMS. 


DENVER, Colo., Sept. 18. 
RANK O’BRIEN leaned over 


the concrete wall enclosing a 


compost pile. He lifted a hand 
full of the live ‘dirt,’ plucked a 
minute white capsule from it, 
squeezed the capsule, and said, 
„Watch the baby worm pop 
out.” I shivered and watched. The 
worm was white, about a sixteenth 
of an inch long. Frank said, “It 
is a tropical fish food. One of 
several varieties of Worm we 
breed to sell. An ‘enchytrae’ to 
the enclyclopedia crowd, it will 
mature to a half inch. We air- 
mailed five cartons to Switzerland 
this morning.” 

Frank O’Brien, whose Colorado 
Earthworm Hatchery is now the 
largest in the United States, raises 
his worms in his own back yard 
just a stone’s throw from the 
downtown business section of Den- 
ver, Colo. From there, since 
1944, worms have been shipped 
for more purposes than you have 
fingers and toes—not only to every 
state in the Union but to such 
far spots as Norway, Denmark, 
Australia, New Zealand, the Canal 
Zone, Canada, and Alaska. He has 
eight sporting goods store outlets 
for fishing worms in Denver alone, 
plus many live bait customers in 
nation - wide fishing resorts. 
O’Brien says, “Anyone, in any 
part of the country, can do the 
same. The national demand for 
worms far exceeds the supply. 
Didn’t I have to turn down orders 
for a half million enchytrae just 
this last year? The fact is, one 


worm bed can bring around four. 


dollars- a week profit the year 
around.” As for O’Brien’s hatchery, 
he owes it to his mother, who 
started it for a very special rea- 
son while two sons and three sons- 
in-law were overseas during World 
War II.

the first year of the war. Im- 
pulsively purchasing a ‘start’ of 
red wigglers (nationally popular 
fishing worm) for $5.00, she 
brought them back to Denver and 
planted them in a wooden crate. 
One box of worms led to another 
—then another and another, un- 
til she had one hundred stacked 
in her basement. She had worm 
beds all over the side and back 
yard (discarding the wooden 
crates) and had sold a thousand 
dollars worth of fishing worms 
to one sporting goods store 
alone during her first season of 
marketing. Advertising in nation- 
al magazines, as her worm stock 
pepe ee she had also started to 
ship live worms to universities 
and clinics for laboratory re 
search and clinical experimenta- 
tion, to aquariums and private 
homes as tropical fish food, to 
sports stores as fish bait, to gar- 
deners for soil fertilization, and 
to buyers who wanted to start 
worm hatcheries of their own, 
She told her oldest son, Frank, 
“It's time one of you boys took 
over. I need to catch my breath.” 

The compost pile, from which 
O'Brien lifted the enchytrae, is a 
fascinating thing. Its started out- 
doors in a barrel, tub, or any sized 
pit built for the purpose, Into it 
goes soil and peat moss, infiltrat- 
ed with red wigglers.or other 
worm breeds, then table scraps, 
alfalfa, gra-s cuttings, vegetables, 
lettuce, fruit (such as watermelon, 
orange culls, bananas, grapes, 
etc.) and other natural refuse. 
The worms, thus fed, multiply and 
breed, “working” the compost into 
a disintegrated mass. Bisexual, 


the worm breeds itself—depositing 


its capsules already fertilized. 
Although many of the O’Brien 
worm beds are in concrete. or 
wooden frames, the worms multi- 
ply and “stay put” just as satisfac- 
torily in plain open yard beds. 
For although some worms natu- 
rally work down (and in a wood- 
en box will eventually end up at 
the base of the crate) they also 
want to stay where the food is. 
Therefore a worm bed which is 


constantly “fed” will keep its 
worms localized, since they won't 
bore away from the feast. The 
O’Brien open worm beds are about 
eight feet long and four feet wide, 
and are “worked” with a garden 
fork every few days in good 
weather. (Even with snow on the 
ground, in the winter, worms will 
multiply and remain hearty, and 
can be dug on fair days.) Mr. 
O’Brien, before forking his beds, 
feeds his worms dried leaves, 
weeds, walnut meal, corn meal, 
cottonseed meal, milk, coffee 
grounds, lettuce or grass cuttings. 
He also adds phosphate and soil 
minerals occasionally.

M R. O’BRIEN’S worm hatchery, 

since its first outdoor bed was 

started, — been an exciting 
and remunerative daily mecca for 
countless neighborhood children.

O’Brien’s packing. They squat, 
chattering and avid, around desig- 
nated beds, dropping the worms 
into small tin cans—approximately 
a hundred worms to a can.

O’Brien buys them all, 
packing and selling some at once, 
and “bedding” the rest to be fed 
for winter sale. The first floor of 
the O’Brien two-story home has 
lately been turned into a worm 
storage and laboratory, where im- 
mense cans of worms, in damp 
peat moss, soil, and such, are fed 
and tended. It is in just such cans 
that O’Brien is breeding his 
“wanted” gold worm—until recent- 
ly undeveloped commerciajly—for 
the fishing trade. 

The gold worm is excellent bait 
in its three cycles, and all three 
are in evidence at once as they 
breed and increase in their dry 
sawdust pack. There is the beetle 
stage, the pupa, then the larvae, 
or gold worm. Like: the chicken 
and the egg, no one knows just 
which comes first. The beetle is 
black, and about the size of a 
small shirt button. The pupa is 
about aa inch long, light in color, 
and appearing wrinkled and stiff. 
The gold worm itself is also about 
one inch long, but satiny active 
with the rich hue of a gold coin. 

Packing live worms for shipping 
takes many of O’Brien’s working 
hours. The fishing worms are 
packed one hundred to a carton, 
the red wigglers in damp peat 
moss, shredded paper, or moist 
leaves—the nicht crawlers and 
white angle worms with less mois- 
ture. Since extreme heat or cold, 
or direct sun rays, will kill worms
